After  my  mother,  Anna  Bechler  Zimmerman,  passed  away 
May  2,  1955,  one  of  my  sisters,  Leona  Ahrens,  very  credit¬ 
ably  completed  and  published  a  history  mother  had  worked  on 
for  more  than  a  score  of  years.

She  started  with  Daniel  Conrad.  He  was  generation 
No.  1;  hie  children  were  generation  No.  2;  his  grand¬ 
children  No.  3>  etc. 

This  explains  the  figures  and  indentations. 

Mother  spent  much  time  and  thought  on  this  tree.  It 
has  been  my  privilege  to  carry  on,  and  a  rewarding  task  it 
has  proved  to  be. 

Many  people  have  contributed  facts  and  for  all  your 
letters  I  am  grateful.  A  special  acknowledgement  goes  to 
Simon  E.  Conrad  for  pages  beginning  with  aA"  up  to  page  1, - 
which  he  furnished  mother.

"This  record  is  not  by  any  means  complete,  or  perhaps  not 
correct,  but  we  have  done  the  very  best  we  could  under  the 
existing  circumstances,  and  if  any  mistakes  are  made  they  were 
not  made  intentionally. 

We  would  suggest  that  each  person  aid  us  by  keeping  up  his 
own  family  record. 

The  subject  of  our  record,  Martin  Conrad,  was  born  in  the 
year  1753*  It  is  presumed  that  he  was  a  native  of  Switzerland, 
Canton,  Bern,  or  in  the  region  of  the  Jura  Mountains.  The  place 
of  birth  and  death  are  not  known  to  us  at  present.  It  is  presumed 
that  about  the  year  of  1?80  he  moved  to  Montpelier,  Switzerland, 
now  France,  where  he  was  ordained  a  minister  of  the  C-ospel  and 
was  a  faithful  and  loyal  worker  for  his  Master.  He  lived  here 
until  the  close  of  his  life,  sometime  before  the  year  1822,  when 
the  children  moved  to  America,  some  of  them  settling  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  later  in  Wayne  County,  Ohio. 

Jacob  Conrad,  the  oldest  of  the  family,  located  in  Wayne 
County,  becoming  naturalized  and  receiving  his  final  certificate 
on  the  31  day  of  October,  1536,  which  made  him  a  full  fledged 
citizen  of  the  United  States. 

John  Conrad,  the  second  son,  moved  to  Iowa,  followed  by 
others  of  the  family.  The  Conrads  are  very  numerous  here.  They 
have  proven  themselves  excellent  citizens  of  the  Hawkey e  state. 

It  seems  as  though  our  ancestors  were  all  farmers  and  to 
this  day  nearly  all  of  the  Conrads  are  farmers,  and  some  of  them 
of  high  repute. 

There  was  a  Christian  Conrad,  a  resident  of  Manchester, 
Delaware  County,  Iowa,  who  lived  to  attain  the  age  of  one  hundred 
and  fifteen.  Christian  said  that  his  father,  Jacob,  came  from 
the  Jura  Mountains  region.  He  left  Europe  about  the  time  of  the 
American  Revolution,  went  to  France  and  enlisted  in  the  French 
army,  possibly  with  Lafayette,  came  to  this  country  and  helped 
America  gain  its  independence  from  Great  Britain,  afterwards 
settled  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania.  He  later  moved  to  Iowa, 
where  he  remained  until  the  close  of  his  long  life. 

He  was  a  soldier  in  the  second  war  with  Great  Britain.  He 
never  received  a  pension;  was  entitled  to  one,  but  always  refused 
it. 


The  family  lore  goes  thus,  that  Jacob  Conrad,  who  was  an 
uncle  of  Martin  Conrad  of  1753,  left  his  heme  mysteriously  and 
was  never  heard  from  afterwards.  Whether  this  Conrad  was  the 
same  as  the  one  mentioned  in  the  little  sketch  given  by  Christian 
Conrad  of  Iowa,  or  not  is  information  that  we  are  longing  to 
establish,  and  any  information  that  anyone  can  give  that  will 
lead  to  his  identity  will  be  gratefully  received."

Family  Record  of  Martin  Conrad  of  1753 


Evidently  the  original  family  record  was  written  on  0  page 
of  the  family  Bible,  as  It  Is  referred  to  in  this  book. 

"This  book  belongs  to  me,  Martin  Conrad  (Kunrod)  at  that  time 
resident  of  the  village  Blunger.  And  may  the  merciful  Almighty 
God  our  Lord  grant  me  the  right  understanding  to  read  it  for  His 
glory  end  praise.  This  was  written  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1782, 
February  20. 

And  I,  Martin  Conrad,  was  born  A.D.  1753,  November  11, 
Martlnsday  in  the  sign  of  the  Bull. 

And  I,  Martin  Conrad,  was  united  in  holy  wedlock  with  Annette 
Llechty  A.D.  1779,  April  25. 

And  I,  Martin  Conrad,  was  ordained  for  the  service  of  the 
church  of  God,  Mompelgart  (this  being  my  first  charge)  A.D.  1780, 
October  22. 

And  may  the  righteous,  merciful,  almighty  and  all  wise  God 
and  Father  grant  me,  Thy  lowly,  humble  and  meek  servant  wisdom, 
diligence  to  fear  and  love  him  above  anything  invisible  or  visible 
on  earth  or  heaven. 

And  may  God  the  Lord  strengthen  and  comfort  me  according  to 
His  most  holy  will  to  comprehend  and  serve  my  ministry  as  a  true, 
pious  fighter  for  his  holy  Word  so  when  the  time  of  my  departure 
shall  come,  I  may  say  with  the  chosen  Apostle  Paul  in  his  Epistle 
to  Timothy  11,  chapter  4,  verses  6-8:  “For  I  am  now  ready  to  be 
offered  and  the  time  of  my  departure  is  at  hand.  I  have  fought 
a  good  fight,  I  have  finished  my  course,  I  have  kept  the  faith; 
henceforth  there  is  laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of  righteousness  which 
the  Lord  the  righteous  judge  shall  give  me  at  that  day;  and  net 
to  me  only,  but  unto  all  them  also  that  love  his  appearing. " 

And  that  I  may  be  able  to  say:  "With  sorrow  and  tears  I 
received  my  ministry  and  with  Joy  and  gladness  I  remit  it  to  him 
who  has  ordained  me,  his  humble  servant.  Honor,  glory  and  praise 
to  Thy  name  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.  " 

Written  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1772,  February  20. 

A.D.  1782,  February  20,  my  son  Jacob  was  born  that  day  in  the 
sign  Gemini. 

A.D.  1783,  August  3,  my  second  son  was  born  in  the  sign  of 
Balance,  his  name  shall  be  John. 

A.D.  1785,  April  14,  a  third  child  was  born  to  Mr.  Conrad  in 
the  sign  of  Cancer,  and  it  died  the  fourth  day,  A.D.  1785,  April  20. 

A.D.  1786,  July  15,  the  fourth  child  was  born  this  day  in  the 
sign  of  the  Fishes  and  shall  receive  the  name  Margaret. 

A.D.  1788,  July  24,  born  to  Martin  Conrad  the  fifth  child  in 
the  sign  Ram  and  shall  be  named  Peter. 

A.D.  1789,  February  8,  this  son  died. 

A.D.  1790,  October  16,  the  sixth  child  was  born  in  the  sign  of 
Waterman  and  shall  be  named  Babette. 

A.D.  1792,  August  2,  this  daughter  died. 

A.D.  1792,  September  28.  The  seventh  child  was  born  to  me, 

Martin  Conrad,  in  the  sign  of  the  Fishes,  and  shall  be  named 
Christian. 

A.D.  1794,  September  18.  To  me,  Martin  Conrad,  is  born  the 
eighth  child  in  "the  sign  of  Cancer  and  shall  receive  the  name 
Babette . 

*A.D.  1796,  August  24.  To  me,  Martin  Conrad,  was  born  the  ninth 
child  in  the  sign  of  the  Bull  and  shall  be  named  Daniel. 

A.D.  1798,  August  14,  the  tenth  child  was  born  to  me,  Martin 
Conrad,  in  the  sign  of  Virgin  and  shall  be  named  Joseph. 

A.D.  1801,  November  4.  The  eleventh  child  was  born  to  me,  Martin 
Conrad,  in  the  sign  of  the  Fishes  and  snail  receive  the  name 
Annette .

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Family  Record  of  Jacob  Conrad 


Notes  Jacob  Conrad  was  a  brother  of  Martin  Conrad,  whether 
he  was  older  or  younger  we  do  not  know.  He  came  to 
this  country  while  Martin  remained  in  Europe.  He 
settled  In  Stark  County,  Ohio.  Like  Martin,  he  also 
was  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  In  the  Mennonite  church. 


A.D.  1808,  May  26,  was  I,  Jacob  Conrad  united  In  holy  wed¬ 
lock  with  Frances  Rich,  daughter  of  the  late  Jacob  Rich  and 
Mb  wife  Marla  Weiss. 

A.D.  1809,  April  17,  at  6  o'clock  A.M.  the  first  child  was 
born  to  Jacob  Conrad  and  his  wife  Frances  In  the  sign  of  Bull. 
It  shall  receive  the  name  Catherine. 

A.D.  1810,  November  14,  at  3  o'clock  P.M.  the  second  child 
was  born  In  the  sign  of  the  Bull.  It  shall  be  named  Peter. 

A.D.  1828,  February  5,  this  eon  peter  was  drowned  in  the 
mill  dam  at  Kerstetten,  Austria.  Hie  age  was  18  years.  He 
laid  In  the  water  from  sunrise  until  about  9  o'clock  A.M. 

A.D.  1812,  December  7,  at  9o 'clock  A.M.  was  born  the  third 
child  In  the  sign  of  the  Bull,  it  shall  be  named  Jacob. 

A.D.  1815,  April  18,  at  4  o'clock  A.  M.  In  the  sign  of  the 
Lion,  the  fourth  child  was  born  and  shall  be  named  Martin. 

A.D.  1817,  May  2?,  at  5  o'clock  P.M.  the  fifth  child  was 
born  In  the  sign  of  Balance  and  shall  receive  the  name  of 
Christian. 

A.D.  1819,  October  2,  at  6  o'clock  P.M.  the  sixth  child  was 
born  to  Jacob  Conrad  and  his  wife  Frances  In  the  sign  of  the 
Fishes  and  it  shall  bear  the  name  Gladys. 

A.D.  1819,  October  12,  at  6  o'clock  A.M.  this  little  daugh¬ 
ter  died. 


In  the  family  record  of  Jacob  Conrad,  the  eldest  eon  of  Martin 
Conrad,  as  noted  above,  an  Interesting  as  well  as  noteworthy 
recommendation  was  found.  It  is  quoted  on  the  following  page.

A.D.  1850,  March  17,  in  the  early  morning  hours  this  son  per¬ 
ished  In  a  shipwreck  on  the  Ohio  River. 

A.D.  1822,  May  17,  at  6  o'clock  P.M.  the  seventh  child  was 
born  In  the  sign  of  Ram  and  it  shall  be  called  Christian. - 

A.D.  1824,  May  30,  at  2  o'clock  A.M.  the  eighth  child  was 
born  to  John  Conrad  and  his  wife  Barbara  in  the  sign  of  Ram  and 
shall  be  named  John. 

A.D.  1853,  August  25,  Barbara  Conrad  nee  Kilty  died. 

A.D.  I860,  May  6,  John  Conrad  died  at  the  age  of  77  years,  9 
months,  and  27  days.  His  wife  reached  the  age  of  74  years,  3 
months,  and  27  days.

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Daniel  Conrad 


Daniel  Conrad,  our  grandfather,  (writes  Anna  Zimmerman),  the  ninth 
child  of  Martin  Conrad  of  1753»  was  born  August  24,  1796,  and  died 
April  1,  1864.  He  carried  Mary  Klophensteln  on  July  4,  1826.  Mary 
Klophensteln  was  born  February  7,  1807,  and  died  December  23,  1865- 

Martin  Conrad,  the  first  born  of  Daniel  Conrad  and  wife  of  Wayne  County, 
Ohio,  came  with  his  parents  and  family,  to  Iowa,  in  the  spring  cf  1846. 
They  came  in  a  covered  wagon,  and  crossed  the  Mississippi  river  on  a 
ferry  boat  to  Burlington,  Iowa. 

They  hauled  their  butchered  hogs  to  Burlington  a  few  years  later,  and 
at  one  time  lost  the  trail  on  the  way  home  and  did  not  get  heme  until 
much  later. 

Martin  Conrad,  was  a  farmer,  but  also  a  carpenter  cn  the  side,  being 
an  unusual  architect.  His  two  daughters  became  the  wives  of  farmers, 
and  the  one  son,  Simon  A.  Conrad,  is  in  the  mercantile  business  at 
Seattle,  Washington,  selling  the  Marx  Sehaffner  clothing.  The  daugh¬ 
ters  are  Emma  and  Lydia  Conrad,  both  of  whom  married  Christner 
brothers .

The  Augspurgers  were  farmers.  Uncle  Peter  was  still  very  alert  in 
writing,  even  at  the  closing  of  his  life.  He  wag  born  near  Trenton, 
Ohio,  Eutler  County,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Mennonlte  church  of 
Trenton,  Ohio,  where  both  he  and  Aunt  Sarah  were  buried.  They  plan¬ 
ned  to  celebrate  their  6?th  wedding  anniversary,  but  Uncle  Peter  pass¬ 
ed  away  seven  days  previous  and  Aunt  Sarah  a  few  weeks  later.  She 
said  she  was  anxious  to  go  too. 

"Among  early  lovra  settlers  in  Davis  County,  Iowa,  was  widow  Magdalena 
Augg'ourger,  mother  of  Peter  K.  Augspurger.  Her  husband  was  the  son 
of  Christian  Augspurger,  who  founded  the  Amish  Mennonlte  settlement  in 
Butler  County,  Ohio,  in  1819.  Christian  Augspurger  was  such  an  out¬ 
standing  farmer  in  France,  that  he  was  awarded  the  medal  of  the  legion 
of  honor.  He  was  no  lees  successful  in  America,  and  at  one  time  owned 
near  two  thousand  acres  of  land.  When  Mrs.  Augspurger' a  husband  died 
in  Ohio,  she  decided  to  go  to  Iowa,  and  buy  cheaper  land."
